According to 
sources an addendum was added to the Local Teamsters 
contract which stipulates that Scherman drivers who work 
within a 75 wile radius of Milwaukee will be paid the straight 
time hourly rate for the first 10 hours worked each day 
rather than the first eight hours as they were previously 
paid. A Union source has estimated that this stipulation cost 
Union members over $1 million each year. The consideration, 
if any, given to Union officials has never been ascertained.
